made againſt it by ſuch men as are given to change, and have 
always diſcovered a greater regard to their own private fan- 
cies and intereſts, than to that duty they owe to the publick, 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes 
the uſe of the Liturgy (though injoyned by the Laws of the 
Land, and thoſe Laws never yet: repealed) came, during the 
late unhappy confuſions, to be diſcontinued, is too well known 
to the World, and we are not willing here to remember. But 
when upon His Majeſlies happy Reflauration it ſeemed pro- 
bable, that amongſt other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo 
would return of courſe ( the fame having never been legally 
aboliſhed) unleſs ſome time'y means were uſed to prevent it, 
thoſe men who under the late uſurped powers had made it a 
great part of their buſineſs to render the people difafteQed 
thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of reputation and intereſt 
concerned ( unleſs they would trecly acknowledge themſeives 
to have erred, which ſuch men are very hardly brought to 
do) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reflitution 
thereof. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſh- 
ed againſt the Book of Commen Prayer, the old Olyeftions mu- 
tered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more than for- 
merly had been made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, 
great importunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty, that tlic 
{1aid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch alterations therein, and 
additions thereunto made , as ſhould be thought requiſite for 
the eaſe of tender Conſciences: Whereunto His Majeſty ot 
of His pious inclination to give ſatisfaQtion (2 far as could be 
reaſonably expected) to a'l His SubyeQts of what perſwaſio! 
ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to objcrve the 
like modcration, as we find to have been uſed in the like 
caſe in former times. And therctore of the ſundry altera- 
tions propoſed unto us, we have reected all fach as were 
either of dangerous conſequence ( as ſecretly {iriing at 
{ome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudabic Practiſe of thc Cliurch 
of England, or indeed of the whole Catholick Churc! 
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2X of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequenee art all, but utterly frivo- 
© lous and vain. 
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But ſuch alterations as were tendrzd to us (by 


# what perſons, under what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoe- 
ver ſo tendred) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite or ex- 


©pedient, we have willingly , and of our own accord afſented 
unto : Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, 

convincing us of the neceſſity ot making the ſaid Alterations : 
"For we are fully perſwaded in our judgements ( and we here 
#proteſs it to the World) that the Book, as it ſtood betore eſta- 


*Zbliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to 


the Word of God, or to ſound Doctrine, or which a godly 
man may not with a good conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or 
* which is not fairly detenſible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the 
fame; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable conſtructi- 
on as in common equity ought to be allowed to all humane 
Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority , and 
even to the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. 
Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was , not 
to gratitie this or that party in any their unreaſonable 
demands; but to do that which to our beſt underſtandings 
- we conceived might moſt tend to the preſervation of peace 
and unity in the Church ; the procuring reverence, and ex- 
citing of picty and devotion in the publick Worſhip of God ; 
and the cutting oft occaſion from them that ſeek occafion 
of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church. And 
as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book , whe- 
ther by Alteration, Addition, or otherw1ſe, it ſhall ſuffice to 
give this genera! account , '1 hat moſt of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the better direction of them that. arc tv 
officiate in any part of Divine Service ; v Iuch 1s chicſly cone 
in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, tor the more 
proper expreti.ng of ſome words or phraſes of ancient viave 
in rerms more ſuitab'e to the !2nguage of tlie preſent t.mes,and 
the clearer explanation of fone other words and ply 
were either of do ſigni{ication , or Otter: 
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The Preface, 
ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the Litur- 
gy ; which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſun- 
dry other places are now ordered to be read according to the 
laſt Tranſlation : And that it was thought convenient , that 
ſome Prayers and Thankſgivings, fitted to ſpecial occaſions, 
ſhould be added in their due places ; particularly for thoſe at 
Sea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of 
riper years ; which, although not ſo neceſſary when the former 
Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Anabaptiſin, through 
the licentiouſneſs of the late times crept in among{t us, is now 
become neceſſary, and may be always uſctul for the baptizing 
of Natives in our Plantations , and others converted to thc 
Faith. If any man, who ſhall defire a more particular account 
of the ſeveral alterations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take 
the pains to compare the Preſent Book with the tormer ; we 
doubt not but the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 
And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our dutics in this 
weighty aftair, as in the ſight of God, and to approve our ſin- 
cerity therein , ( ſo far as lay in us) to the conſciences of all 
men ; although we know it impoſſible (in ſuch variety of ap- 
prehenſions, humours and intereſts, as are in the world ) to 


pleaſe all ; nor can expect that men of taQtious, peevith, and 


perverſe ſpirits ſhould be fatisfhed with any thing that can i: 
done in this kind by any other than themſelves: Yet we hav: 
good hope , that what 1s here preſented , and hath been by 
the Convocation of both Provinces with great diligence ex2- 
mined and approved; will be alſo well accepted and approved 
by all ſober , peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons «f tlic 
Church of Enzland.

And for a readi- 
neſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, 
which is plain and eaſie to be underſtood ; wherein ( ſo much as 
may be ) the reading of holy Scripture 1s ſo ſet forth, that all 
things ſhall.be done in order , without breaking one piece from a« 
other, For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitato- 
ries, and ſuch like things as did break the continual courſe of the 
reading of the Scripture.

Publick Baptilm of Infants ro be uſed in the Church' 


CT He people are to be admoniſhed, that it ismoſt convenient 
that Baptiſm ſhou'd not be adminiſtred but upon Sundays 
and other holy-days, when the moſt number ot people come 
together : as well tor that the Congregation there preſent 
may teſtifie the receiving of them that be newly baptized in- 
to the number of Chriſts Church ; as alſo becaule in the 
Ba-tifm of Infants , every man preſent may be put in re- 
membrance of his own profeſſion made to God in his Bap- 
tiſm. For which cauſe alſo it is expedient that Baptiſm be 
miniſtred in the vulgar tongue. Nevertheleſs ( it neceſſity 
ſo require Y chi!dren may be baptized upon any other day. 


| T And note, that there ſhall be for every male child to be-bap- 


tized two Godfathers and one Godmother : and for every 
female, one Godfather and two Godmothers. 

T When there are children to be baptized, the Parents ſhall 
give knowledge thereof over night ,. or in the morning be- 
tore the beginning of Morning Prayer to the Curate.

proved and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority, &ui 
therefore to the intent that theſe Orders may be continued, 
and reverently uſed and eſteemed in the Church of Exg/aid;

And every ma 
which is to be admitted a Prieſt, ſhall be full Four and twenty 
years old: And every man which is to be Ordained or Conls 
crated Biſhop, ſhall be fully Thirty years of age. 

And the Biſhopknowing either by, himſe't, or by ſufficient 
teſtimony , any perſonto bea man- of vertuous converſation, 
and without crime, and aftcr examination and tryal, findin 
him learned in the Latine Tongue, and ſufficiently inſtruke0 
inho:y Scripture, may at the times appointed in the Cann, 
or elſe uponurgent cccaſion , on ſome. cther Sunday or holy 
day, in theface of the Church, admit him a Dcacon , in {uct 
manner and form as hereafter followcth.
